abandoned because pf its filthy and un­ 
sanitary condition is made by Dr. 
J. 
N. Hurty, secretary of the State Board 
of Health, in a report on bis investiga­ 
tion relative to cause of typhoid fever 
in the institution. 
The report says 
that the hospital should be thoroughly 
overhauled and suggests that a camp 
of floored tents be established pending 
the completion of necessary improve­ 
ments. 
Dr. Hurty does not mince words ifi 
declaring 
in 
his 
report 
that 
the 
hospital has not bee i well kept, that 
it is unsanitary and 
unclean, 
that 
disease germs lurk in the woodwork, 
mattresses and floors, aud that laxity 
has been shown in the diagnosis and 
Caro of cases and in the general man­ 
agement of the institution. 
In regard to the typhoid which has 
existed tin 
the hospital 
for many 
months Dr. Hurty says that in what­ 
ever way the infection found entrance 
it certainly has been spread by un­ 
cleanliness and not by polluted water 
or 
milk. 
In conclusion 
the repoit 
recommends 
that 
the 
hospital 
be 
temporarily 
abandoned.
